sent for them and paid the return “ freight.” 
It is a presumptious method of selling. 
This is 
not to he confused, however, with the institutions 
for public benefit that use the mail in

solicitations. 
It is done this way , really

our own money , which otherwise would be spent for 
the employ ment of a more expensive means of dis­ 
tributing those things which are the media for sale 
and income.
